Direct Services 


A. Psychiatrists, Psychologists, Psychiatric Social Workers and 
our Community Service Workers were involved directly with 273 new 
referrals, in addition to the caseloads carried over from the previous 
year of service. In most cases, interviews and evaluation involved 
members of families and other as well as_ the client, amounting to 
many hours of staff time. 


B. Our clinical staff was consulted for advice and recommenda- 
tions by resident professionals on numerous occasions. These includ- 
ed problems of behavior symptoms, medication and dosage, referrals 
to other agencies, family and social relationships, treatment plans, 
public assistance, and drug abuse. 


C. General Hospital Consultation. Each week a staff psychiatrist 
has made a regular visit to the Cottage Hospital in Woodsville and 
the Weeks Memorial Hospital in Lancaster. In addition, the clinical 
staff has been available on an as-needed basis to the physicians serv- 
ing patients in the Morrison Hospital in Whitefield and the Littleton 
Hospital in Littleton. During these consultations the clinical staff 
has been available to physicians and hospital personnel for confer- 
ences concerning individual treatment plans. 
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School Consultation 


A. The Staff Psychologist and Child Psychiatrist with other 
staff personnel rendered assistance with individual cases of children 
having difficulty. They worked with school administrators, guid- 
ance counselors, and teachers. 


B. Agency personnel presented seminars and programs relat- 
ing to the psychiatric aspects of learning to school teachers and 
others. 


C. The Agency has presented programs on Drug Abuse, Special 
Learning Disabilities, and the Exceptional Child. 


D. A pilot experimental School for Exceptional Children is being 
operated by the Agency in Lisbon in cooperation with Supervisory 
Union No. 35, the State Department of Education (Special Education) 
and the New Hampshire Department of Mental Retardation. (A spe- 
cial report follows.) 


Resource for Professional Workers 


Public Health Nurses, New Hampshire Department of Social 
Welfare Workers and others have used the agency for consultation 
and assistance with individual cases and general information. 


The Agency has: 


A) Discussed the handling of individual cases and has accept- 
ed referrals for treatment. 


B) Provided programs centering around common problems 
through case presentations. It has made available a bi- 
monthly telephone conference with Tufts University 
Medical School, Department of Psychiatry. 


C) Enlisted the support of other professionals in working out 
the details of treatment plans, the meeting of crisis situ- 
ations, and the return of individuals to productive com- 
munity life and the labor force. 


D) Provided field work training for students from the Uni- 
versity of Vermont Medical College and the University of 
New Hampshire School of Nursing.

The winter of the big SNOW. A 44-inch snowfall in a single 
storm. The spring brought large run-off with washouts on the hill by 
Six mile Bridge and other damage to road edges. 


The tar fund was used on the Mad River Road from Goose Hollow 
back to Chadbourne property. The TRA funds were spent out by the 
Waterville Gateway development. Mr. Albert Moulton gave funds to 
continue the road past the development. 


The Robbins Nest Bridge repair work was done by Albin Conkey 
since bridge contractors could not be hired. The planks were re- 
placed with native hemlock and painted with a preservative. The 
steel plates were bolted down with all new bolts and several steel 
plates were replaced. It was reported that the steel over the main 
stream of the river showed considerable corrosion. The total amount 
spent was $3,152.05 on this repair work.

Zoning Ordinance 


EFFECTIVE JANUARY 10, 1970 
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ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE TOWN OF THORNTON 


ARTICLE I Preamble and Title 


Pursuant to the authority conferred by Chapter 31, Section 60-89, N. H. 
Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, as amended, for the purpose of pro- 
moting the health, safety, morals, and the general welfare of the Town 
of Thornton, New Hampshire, the following ordinance is hereby enacted 
by the voters of the Town of Thornton, New ‘Hampshire. This ordinance 
shall be known and may be cited as the “Town of Thornton Zoning Ordi- 
mance”, hereinafter referred to as “This Ordinance”’. 


ARTICLE II Purposes 


The purposes of this ordinance shall be to promote the health and general 
welfare to prevent the overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentra- 
tion of population; to promote the safety, convenience, and welfare of 
the inhabitants of the Town by dividing the municipality into zones and 
regulating the uses of land, buildings and structures therein with a view 
to encouraging the most appropriate use of land in the municipality, 
and other purposes as set forth in N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 31:62. 


ARTICLE III Definitions 


For the purposes of this ordinance, certain terms are defined as provided 
in this article. Wherever appropriate the singular includes the plural 
and the plural includes the singular. 


A. “Municipality” or “municipal” means the Town of Thornton. 
B. “Selectmen” means the Board of Selectmen of said town. 


C. “Planning Board”? means the members of the Thornton Town Planning 
Board. 


D. “Variance means such departure from the terms of this ordinance 
as the Board of Adjustment, upon appeal in specific uses, is em- 
powered to authorize under the terms of this ordinance and N. H. 
Revised Statutes Annotated 31:72. 


E. “Home Occupation”: Any use conducted entirely within a dwelling 
or an accessory building which use is clearly incidental and second- 
ary to the use of the building for dwelling purposes and does not 
change the character thereof. Such occupation shall not cause emis- 
sion of dust, noise, fumes, vibration, or smoke to such a degree as to 
create a nuisance. Such home occupation shall not employ any 
person who is not a member of the family which occupies the dwell- 
ing unit. 
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ARTICLE IV Boundaries of Zones 


For the purposes of this ordinance, the Town of Thornton is divided into 
the following zones as shown on the official zoning map to be filed with 
the Town Clerk and the Grafton County Registry of Deeds upon the 
adoption of this ordinance. 


A. Rural Residence Zone 


Includes all land, roads and water areas, excluding the White Moun- 
tain National Forest, outside those areas defined as Commercial and 
General Residence Zones. 


B. General Residence Zone 


Beginning at the center line of highway Route 175, within the Town 
of Thornton at the Thornton-Woodstock town boundary; thence 
southwesterly along the Thornton-Woodstock town boundary to the 
center of the Pemigewasset River; thence southerly following the cen- 
ter of the river to the Thornton-Campton boundary; thence easterly 
along the Thornton-Campton boundary to the Thornton-Sandwich 
boundary; thence northerly along the Thornton-Sandwich boundary to 
the Thornton-Waterville Valley boundary; thence westerly and north- 
erly along the Thornton-Waterville Valley boundary to a point one mile 
north of the upper Mad River Road and the existing Six-Mile Bridge 
so-called; thence southwesterly to a point one mile due morth of the 
Thornton-Campton boundary and one-half mile east of the center 
line of Highway Route 175; thence northerly parallel with and one- 
half mile east of the center line of Route 175 to the Thornton-Wood- 
stock boundary; thence southwesterly along the Thornton-Woodstock 
boundary to the point of beginning. 


C. Commercial Zone 


Beginning at the center line of Highway Route 3, within the Town of 
Thornton, at the Thornton-Woodstock boundary; thence northeasterly 
along the Thornton-Woodstock boundary to the center of the 
Pemigewasset River; thence southerly along the center of the river to 
the Thornton-Campton boundary; thence westerly and northwest- 
erly along the Thornton-Campton boundary to the Thornton-Ellsworth 
boundary; thence northerly along the Thornton-Ellsworth boundary 
to the ‘Thornton-Woodstock boundary; thence sutheasterly and 
northeasterly along the Thornton-Woodstock boundary to the point 
of beginning. 


ARTICLE V Permitted Uses in Zoning Districts 
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Use of Land and Structures 


The following are uses which are considered reasonable zoning ordi- 
nances for the Town of Thornton. They are in no way peculiar to 
zoning in general; rather. they represent a selection of those uses 
which seem fit for small communities of generally rural character. 
Agricultural activities are permitted in all zones. 


Rural Residence Zone 


In the Rural Residence Zone, land, buildings and structures may be 
used and buildings and structures may be erected or altered only for 
the following uses:

Single family dwellings or multiple dwellings containing not 
more than 10 apartment units, housing one family per unit. 


Greenhouses and nurseries. 
Home Occupations. 


Roadside stands when accessory to the premises on which they 
stand and clearly incidental to the use of the premises for resi- 
dential purposes. 


Golf courses. 
Airplane landing fields and landing strips. 
Cemeteries. 


Mobile homes are permitted, but a minimum of one acre land 
shall be required for each mobile home and such mobile home 
shall be set back at least 75 feet from the center of any high- 
way. Mobile home clusters or parks are not permitted. 


Non-commercial uses accessory to the above uses. 
Public parks. 


Renting of rooms and furnishing of table board to resident 
guests in private family dwellings. 


General Residence Zone 

In a General Residence Zone, land, buildings and structures may be 
used and buildings and structures may be erected or altered only for 
the following uses:

Any use allowed in the Rural Residence Zone. 


Churches, non-profit schools, colleges, including dormitories, hos- 
pitals, sanatoriums, libraries, fire houses, local, state and federal 
office buildings. 


Lodges, restaurants and recreational buildings designed and pro- 
posed to be part of a residential sub-division development shall 
be individually considered for approval by the Planning Board. 
Such structures shall be approved if the Planning Board finds 
that they will be for the convenience of the development’s resi- 
dents. 


Non-commercial uses accessory to the above uses. 
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C. Commercial Zone 
In a Commercial Zone, land, buildings and structures may be used and 
buildings and structures may be erected or altered only for the follow- 
ing uses: 


1. Amy use allowed in the Rural and Central Residence Zones. 


2. Grocery and drug stores, outdoor and indoor theatres, meat and 
fruit markets, restaurants, automobile service stations, auto 
sales and repair shops, auto parking lots, barber and beauty 
shops, business and professional offices, hotels, motels, trailer 
parks and any retail business or other business which provides 
financial or personal services for the convenience of the general 
public. Off-street parking facilities must be provided. 


ARTICLE VI Minimum Lot Sizes 


In all zones, a minimum of one acre of land having not less than 100 foot 
frontage on any street, highway, stream or body of water, shall be re- 
quired for each dwelling. The one acre minimum shall not apply to ex- 
isting dwellings nor to existing lots which are less than one acre in size. 
Multiple family dwellings shall be required to have lots proportionately 
the same size (producing the same density of population) i.e. two family 
dwelling on a lot not less than two acres in size; three family dwelling on 
a lot not less than three acres in size, etc. 

In the commercial zone, motels, shopping centers, hotels, stores and other 
commercial structures are exempt from the one acre requirement. 


ARTICLE VII Location of Structures on Lots 


In all zones, no addition to an existing building nor any new building shall 
be erected closer than 75 feet from the center of any street or highway 
or 15 feet from any other boundary line. For multiple dwellings, an area 
of not less than one acre of land must be provided for each unit. Not 
less than 200 feet of open space shall be provided between multiple dwell- 
ings. 


ARTICLE VIII Height of Structures 


In all zones, except as hereinafter provided, no building, structure, sign 
or billboard shall exceed the maximum height of 35 feet above the eleva- 
tion of the nearest public or private way. Am appurtenant structure at- 
tached to a building, but not used for human occupancy, such as a church 
spire, belfry, television antenna, chimney, or similar service feature, shall 
not be subject to the height restriction of this ordinance. 


ARTICLE IX General Regulations 
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A. Non-Conforming Use: Non-conforming use is one which does not com- 


ply with this ordinance at the time of its adoption or any amendment 
thereof and may continue indefinitely unless abandoned or dis- 
continued. When any existing non-conforming use of land or build- 
ings has been discontinued for one year or when any existing non- 
conforming buildings shall have been more than 50% destroyed by fire 
or other casualty, and not rebuilt within one year from the date of 


such fire or casualty, the land and buildings shall thereafter be used 
only in conformity with this ordinance. Any existing non-conform- 
ing use shall not be changed to another non-conforming use. 


Junk Yards: No junk yards or place for the storage of discarded 
machinery, vehicles, or other scrap materials shall be permitted 
within the Town of Thornton. 


Earth Removal: The removal of topsoil from the town is prohibited. 
Any person, firm or corporation proposing to remove any borrow from 
any lot or parcel of land in the town shall furnish to the Selectmen 
a cash bond or a bond with sureties satisfactory to the Selectmen in 
an amount of $200.00 per acre, or portion thereof, but not less than 
$1,000.00. Said bond shall be given to secure the restoration of the 
property, as hereinafter provided, after the borrow removal has been 
completed. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation 
to remove any borrow from any lot or parcel of land in the town until 
such bond has been so furnished. After any borrow removal opera- 
tion has been completed, or if any borrow bank or pit shall remain 
inoperative for a period of one year, it shall be the duty of the ob- 
ligor of the bond to restore the property by grading it to such degree 
as to leave no artificial banking having a slope of not more 
than 45 degrees, by replacing topsoil to a minimum depth of 2 inches 
and by seeding of said topsoil. As soon as the premises have been 
restored to the reasonable satisfaction of the Selectmen, the Select- 
men shall furnish to the obligor a certificate discharging the bond 
previously described. 


The Town of Thornton does not maintain a municipal water or sew- 
er system for the inhabitants and no obligation to establish one shall be 
imposed upon the Town by reason of development unless voted upon 
and approved by the voters of the Town at an annual or special town 
meeting. Private wells or other private water systems shall be con- 
structed and maintained in accordance with the requirements of 
drinking water standerds of the United States Public Health Service. 
Private septic tank systems for sewage disposal or other sewage dis- 
posal systems shall be constructed and maintained in accordance with 
the requirements of the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution 
Control Commission. 


Article X Enforcement 


It shall be the duty of the Selectmen and they are hereby empowered to 
administer and enforce the provisions of this ordinance. 


ARTICLE XI Notice of Intent to Build 


a 


The owner of any real estate who plans to construct a new building 
or increase the size of any existing building shall, before commencing 
such construction, file with the Selectmen a written notice of intent 
to build in such form as shall clearly inform the Selectmen of the na- 
ture of the proposed construction. Plans and blueprints may be filed 
with such notice, but shall not be compulsory. 
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The Selectmen shall forthwith examine any notice of intent to build 
and shall immediately notify the owner in writing whether or not the 
proposed construction involves a violation of this ordinance. 


Nothing in this article shall be so construed as to authorize the 
Selectmen to forbid any construction for any reason other than vio- 
lation of law. 


ARTICLE XII Board of Adjustment 
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A. The Board of Adjustment shall consist of five members. Upon adop- 


tion of this ordinance, the Board of Selectmen shall appoint one mem- 
ber to serve for five years, one member to serve for four years, one 
member to serve for three years, one member to serve for two years, 
and one member to serve for one year; and thereafter, the annual 
town meeting shall annually elect one member for a term of five years. 
A member shall be removable by the Selectmen upon written charges 
and after a public hearing. Vacancies for any unexpired term shall 
be filled by appointment by the Selectmen and such appointee shall 
hold office until the next annual town meeting. 


The Board of Adjustment may make special exceptions to the terms of 
this ordinance in harmony with its general purposes and intent, if 
the Board finds: 


1. That the granting of such special exception is required to promote 
the public interest and convenience of the citizens of Thornton. 


2. That the granting of such special exception will not result in 
diminuation of the values of surrounding properties. 


3. That the granting of such special exception will not be contrary 
to the spirit of this ordinance. 


In granting special exceptions, the Board may impose such reasonable 
conditions and safeguards as it considers appropriate. 


The Board of Adjustment shall have the following additional powers: 


1. To hear and decide appeals where it is alleged there is error in 
any order, requirement, decision, or determination made by an 
administrative official in the enforcement of this ordinance. 


2. To authorize upon appeal in specific cases such variance from the 
terms of the ordinance and as will not be contrary to the public 
interest, where, owing to special conditions, a literal enforcement 
of the provisions of the ordinance will result in unnecessary hard- 
ship, and so that the spirit of the ordinance shall be observed and 
substantial justice done. 


3. The concurring vote of three members of the board shall be nec- 
essary to reverse any action of such administrative official, or to 
decide in favor of the applicant on any matter upon which it is 
required to pass under any such ordinance, or to effect any vari- 
ation in such ordinance. 


D. The Board of Adjustment is, for all other powers, set forth in New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated Chapter 31, as amended. 


ARTICLE XIII Validity 


If any section, paragraph, sub-division, clause or provision of this ordi- 
nance shall be adjudged invalid, such adjudication shall apply only to the 
section, paragraph, sub-division, clause or provision so adjudged, and 
the remainder of these regulations shall be deemed valid and effective. 


ARTICLE XIV Penalty 


Any person, firm or corporation violating any of the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than $10.00 for each day 
such violation may exist. Fines collected hereunder shall be paid to the 
use of the town. 


ARTICLE XV Amendments 


This ordinance may be amended in the manner provided in New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 31, as amended. 


ARTICLE XVI Effective Date

VIRGINIA C. SARGEANT 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Central School opened in September with a new staff. 


David Crisafulli, a graduate of Boston University, was elected 
teaching principal for grades seven and eight; Richard Blue, a grad- 
uate of Middlebury College, for grades five and six; Nance Sanborn, 
a 1969 graduate of Plymouth State College, grades three and four; 
while Mary Federico, with a Master’s Degree from Boston State Col- 
lege, was employed for grades one and two. 


The teachers have worked together very well and we have had a 
good year. Departmentalization has again been instituted in the 
four upper grades and the lower grades have made provision for stu- 
dents to work at their attainment level in subject matter areas, such 
as reading. 


‘With the help of some parents we have been able to institute a 
program of industrial arts in the upper grades. 


We appreciate very much the interest and help given the school 
by the P.T. A. Through parents and teachers working closely to- 
gether best educational results can be achieved. 


New Modern Arithmetic books were added this year which we 
needed to strengthen that part of the curriculum. It is not easy 
to adapt to a completely new system but much progress has been 
made already. The area of social studies is being examined as well 
as a critical evaluation of the reading: system. 


The school participated in the State-wide testing program for 
grades two, four, six and eight in the Fall. Results have been re- 
turned and an evaluation is in progress. The tests administered were 
the Stanford Achievement Batteries and the Otis-Lennon Test of 
Mental Ability. The tests help the teachers to determine subject 
matter areas where there are strengths and weaknesses and as a 
whole show about what kind of work can be expected from individual 
students. 


A new Minimum Standards for Elementary Schools has been 
published by the State Department of Education. What these stand- 
ards do is to formulate minimum requirements for a good element- 
ary school. These are to be used as guidelines in upgrading our own 
situation. Some areas where improvement is needed includes, Li- 
brary and school services such as guidance, music, art and physical 
education. 
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The physical plant is generally in good repair but the roof needs 
attention. The time may not be too far off when a major expendi- 
ture is necessary. Very few flat-roof buildings in this climate stand 
up more than ten years and the school is now fifteen years old. A re- 
liable roofer may be needed to do a complete job. 


I appreciate the cooperation and help from parents, teachers and 
the school board during the past year. The best education results 


when everyone concerned works together for the betterment of the 
children.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the 
State af New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual 
report show the total amount paid to the superintendent of schools 
as per the following quotation: ‘Reports. Each superintendent of 
a supervisory union shall annually prepare a report of the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, showing in detail the amount 
paid by the state and each local school district, and their share of 
same. Said report shall be filed with the school board of each school 
district involved and shall be included in the annual report of the 
respective school district as a separate entry. A like report and 
entry shall be made for each assistant superintendent, teacher con- 
sultant, and business administrators, if any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among 
the several school districts of the union on the basis of adjust- 
ed valuations. One - half pro-rated on the basis of average 
daily membership in the school for the previous school year ending 
June 30th. The salary of $11,500, which was received by the super- 
intendent of schools of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 1968 and 
1969 was made up as follows: $4,000.00 paid by the State of New 
Hampshire and $7,500.00 pro-rated among the several school dis- 
tricts. Allowance of $1,400.00 for travel within the union was also 
pro-rated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged 
to each school district.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


In the past few years education has witnessed many changes in 
curriculum developments. It is the responsibility of administrators, 
teachers, school boards and interested parents to continually upgrade 
school standards. Through their efforts they should provide stu- 
dents with an enriched curriculum wherein they may develop at their 
own pace but reach their full potential. The basic framework of any 
system should be built through its flexibility to adjust and meet the 
needs of its students. At Thornton Central School this year we 
have embarked on such a program. 


In grades one through four, under the supervision of Mrs. Mary 
Federico, Mrs. Nance Sanborn, and Mrs. Lavinia Dole, a unique pro- 
gram is being offered. Students have in all subjects been grouped in 
various levels according to ability. Not only does this allow the 
child to relearn basic skills, but to develop at his own rate. Through 
the efforts of volunteer mothers, this has given students the chance 
for more individual attention. We thank these mothers for their 
precious time and their assistance in making the overall program a 
success. 


In grades five through eight the curriculum has been altered. 
With the assistance of Mr. Richard Blue and myself, each teacher is 
assigned particular subjects to teach. This enables greater speciali- 
zation and a more worthy program for both students and teacher. In 
addition, some new courses have been added, such as music, art, phy- 
sical education, shop, sewing and cooking. Under the guidance of 
Mrs. Marcia Leavitt a Christmas program with all grades participat- 
ing was viewed with great approval by parents and friends. Through 
the greatly appreciated efforts of all mothers involved, students 
have enjoyed the home economics program carried out by volunteer 
mothers. ; 


In concluding, a school should act as a beacon but reflecting a 
light which expresses both pride and community prestige for its edu- 
cational system. This can only be achieved by the teamwork of all 
those directly or indirectly responsible agents who effect school poli- 
cies or decisions. The cooperation received by my faculty and my- 
self typifies the interest in providing to your children a standard of 
education which will allow them a greater chance of success in future 
endeavors.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
January 1969 to January 1970 


The Nurse visited the school 38 times during the school year. 
Inspections were made for signs of sickness, cleanliness, skin in- 
fections, hair and scalp, ete. 


A check was made to find that each child had been vaccinated. 


First Aid supplies were bought and supplies for First Aid taken 
to the school. 


Say Aid was given when needed when the Nurse was in the 
school. 


The children’s teeth were checked and a Dental Clinic was held 
and the children taken to Plymouth for Dental work. 


A Hygienist came to the school and did Flourine treatments. 


The State Dental Hygienist gave a talk and demonstration of 
Good Dental Care. Films were shown on Dental Hygiene. 


A Tine Tuberculin Test was given to first grade children. All were 
negative on the test. 


First grade children were given German Measles vaccinations 
by Dr. Kirk. 


The State Board of Health gave a Special Hearing Test to each 
First grade child. 


Each child was weighed and heights recorded on Health Cards. 


A -screening test was given to all on Hearing and Vision. Notices 
‘were sent home on all that failed the test, advising the parent to 
check with their family doctor. 


A pre-school Registration was held in June. 


Home visits were made where needed for conferences with par- 
ents and information given on Health Problems, Clinics, Guidance, 
Sight Conservation, Mental Health, and Orthopedic Clinics. 


The State Nurse was contacted for Immunization Clinic, but has 
not made arrangements yet. 


The Nurse attended meetings with psychologists, and welfare 
workers, Nurses’ Workshops, also attended a series of Lectures on 
Children Under Stress in the classroom held in Laconia once weekly 
4-7 for 10 weeks.
